I.—The house-approved provision 
for a 60-day delay in conscription, 
pending further trial of voluntary 
enlistments; 
2 —The

age limit 
from the senate-approved bracket 
of 21 
through 
30 years to 21 
through 44 years. 
Personal View s Not In Issue 
Leaders insisted that the per­ 
sonal views of the conferees, regis­ 
tered in their previous votes on 
the measure, would not lessen their 
efforts to maintain the position 
taken by their respective houses 
—a traditional requirement. 
Most 
unbiased 
observers 
be­ 
lieved. however, that the final com­ 
promise submitted to both houses 
for ratification would provide for 
registration of the broader 21-44 
age group, with conscription to 
follow immediately for those se­ 
lected. 
The senate gave what some con­ 
sidered back-handed approval of 
such a compromise yesterday by 
voting down two motions by Sen. 
Clark (D) of Missouri. 
Cham ber Rejects Delay 
Clark sought to instruct the sen­ 
ate conferees to accept the house 
amendment for a 60-day delay in 
conscription. The chamber rejected 
this, 48 to 19. 
The 
senate 
also 
refused, 
on 
Clark's motion, to instruct its con­ 
ferees to insist on retention of the 
21-30 age limit on registrations. 
The vote was 44 to 23 against this 
proposal. 
Sen. Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, told reporters, 
however, thst he did not believe 
these votes are binding on the 
conferees. 


Willkie Hopes 60-Day Delay 
Provision Is Eliminated

Maine Republicans won an un­ 
broken series of victories yester­ 
day in all the major contests of 
the first statewide election of the 
presidential year, and party lead­ 
ers hailed the performance as an 
omen for national 
successes 
in 
November. 
By pluralities exceeding in most 
cases those registered in 1936 and 
1938. the "down east” Republicans 
elected a United States senator, a 
governor and three members of 
the house of representatives. 
On the basis of all but complete 
returns. Rep. Ralph O. Brewster 
had a lead of approximately 45.000 
votes over former Democratic Gov. 
Louis J. Brann in the senate race. 
Sumner Sewall, successful guber­ 
natorial candidate, was ahead by 
more taan 70.000 votes. 
W illkie Pleased By Result 
Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 
presidential nominee, withheld for­ 
mal comment at Rushville, Ind., 
until he had the final figures, but 
aids said he was pleased by the 
results. 
The outcome of the voting did 
not cause Democratic leaders to 
alter their pre-election insistence 
that the election had no signifi­ 
cance beyond the state’s border. 
They said then that 1936 had ef­ 
fectively disproved the saying: "As 
Maine goes, so goes the nation.” 
While the Maine figures were 
being studied by rival party lead­ 
ers. Alaska was voting today in a 
"farthest north” general election, 
and eight states were holding pri­ 
maries which will designate candi­ 
dates for a total of five seats in 
the senate and 47 in the house of 
representatives. 
Gubernatorial nominations also 
were on the tickets in all except 
Louisiana.

Failure of tbs Demo­ 
crats to file nominating petitions 
for electors left the issue th be 
decided by write-in votes. 
A victory for the Winkle slate 
would pledge the electors to cast 
Arizona's

though he might not carry the 
state in November. 
Louisiana's balloting c a r r i e d 
echoes of the battle which ousted 
Huey P. Long's political dynasty, 
with Gov. Sam H. Jones appealing 
foe the defeat of the state's entire 
delegation in the house of repre­ 
sentatives.

Shipstead. Farmer-Laborlte for 18 
years who left his party this sum­ 
mer, was seeking the Republican 
senatorial nomination in a four- 
man race.

(11:55 a. rn., East Liver- 
pool time) as the gathering dusk brought anew the threat of deadly 
nightlong raids w hich have kept this city ’s m illions huddled In 
shelters each night ainee Saturday.

LONDON. Sept.. ID—Harried Londoners were sent scurry­ 
ing to air raid shelters three times today by curious German 
airmen seeking to determine the damage done in three nights of 
unprecedented air attacks which have spread devastation into 
the heart of this British capital. 
One flight of reconnaissance bombers was fought off in a 
quick battle high over the center of the city while sirens wailed 
just after noon. 
The drone of many engines could be heard in the sky dur­ 
ing the 25-minute alarm that came just after noon. 
In a brief battle over the London area, fought so high 
observers could not see it, British fighter planes turned away 
the reconnaissance and bomber planes which had occasioned 
the alarm.

America Isn’t Planning To Let The 


Enemy Get First Crack In W ar

UST for today we are going to turn military ex­ 
pert. 
If any of the union military experts feel 
that this is unw arranted stabbing on them, we have 
a proposition for their ap p easem en t 
We will extend to them the privilege of knocking 
around for a few hours in those preserves in which 
we hold expertorial authority by virtue of license 
from the baseball experts of America, the New York 
boxing experts and the turf experts. 
That m akes 
three fields for one. 
Nothing could be fairer than 
that. 
Anyway, our stint today is more explanatory th an 
it is analytical or prophetic. 
We find that some of 
the American customers are confused slightly on tho 
meaning of the term defense as applied to the mili­ 
tary situation as it now is developing in the United 
States of America 
Since none of the union m ilitary experts have 
thought to clear away the fog, probably because 
they are too busy doping out the implications of the 
last happening in Europe and forecasting the n* xt 
one, we are going to do it for them. 
And they ought 
to be thankful for our spirit of cooperation and 
helpfulness. 


'T 'H E AVERAGE American citizen seems to have 
* 
the Idea that all thege moves for defense m ean 
that we are getting ready to protect ourselves onlv 
in case this country is actually invaded. 
That in 
the event of war, we merely will sit around tw isting 
our buttons until the other bloke lands at the B at­ 
tery and busts us on the national beezer before we 
start fighting back. 
Of course nothing could be farther from the truth. 
In the first j\laee that would be contrary to all 
American theories of warfare and opposed to the 
natural American fighting instinct. 
In the second 
place, it would be terrible strategy. 
You just m ake 
that word defense read offense and you have got 
the whole thing. 
In the American lexicon of w ar 
they are synonymous, because our theory is that the 
best defense is a strong offense. 
And that is what we actually are getting ready 
for—a defense that' will be fundamentally a strong 
offense 
Strong enough to carry the war, if any, 
to where th* other guy lives and to keep it off our 
home grounds. 
That is thp proper way to fight a 
war and a consultation of our military history indi­ 
cates that it is the American way. 


TF YOU will examine into the nature of the weap- 
4 ons we are preparing, or hoping to prepare, for 
what is designated as national defense, you will find 
that they are mainly weapons designed for offense, 
such as wide ranging bomber* and fast ahlp*. 
Of 
course we also are hoping for anti-aircraft and ad­ 
ditional coastal guns and tanks and artillery and 
machine guns and rifles, and these property may be 
placed in the category of strictly defensive stuff. 
But we will bet that the chief idea of our naval 
and military m aster minds is to accumulate lethal 
m aterial that will enable us to move out and belt 
the other guy on or near his own front stoop and 
before he can get close enough to the United State* 
to make the strictly defensive gadgets necessary. 
It Is not the American theory of fighting war* to 
wait for the opponent to come to us, hut to go to 
him. For example, the first order the navy receive* 
on the declaration of war is to “seek the enemy and 
destroy him.” 
The American is slow to arouse to warlike mood, 
hut once aroused, no tribe make* war a* ruthlessly 
and completely, and despite th# altruism of some of 
our statesm en in trying to confine, by law any fight­ 
ing we may have to do in the future to this hem i­ 
sphere. It is foolish to think th at Americans long 
would tolerate a purely defensive war on our own 
soil, granting that it could do anything else. 


r^E H IN D the punching of our bombers and battle- 
D ships we eventually would pour big tran sp o rts 
loaded to the rails with our fighting men seeking 
foothold on the other bloke's domain 
And we doubt 
that there would he any arguing about the legality 
of the proceeding. 
That is what defense means. 
Offense? 
W hat do you think they teach at W est 
Point and Annapolis—just blocking? 
We realize that our little discourse is lacking 'n 
certain elem ents easential to authenticity as a docu­ 
ment in military experting 
W e have omitted th e 
customary gruesom e reflections upon what som*» 
other nation would do to the United States in the 
e v e n t'o f war. 
W e must explain about that. 
T he 
omission is due to the fact that every time we 
reached a place where we might have put such re­ 
flections in we became completely lost in contemn!'*-

History Repeats 


HEN the United States establishes naval base* 
in Bermuda under term s of the Anglo-American 
deal of naval b a s e s for over age destroyers, history 
will he repeating itself. 
Two b lin d s of the Bermuda 
group were used as bases for the U. S. navy in Hie 
World war. a bulletin from the National Geographic 
society recalls. 
Fortified Ireland island. B ritain’* watchdog of th# 
North Atlantic, with barracks, half mile dockyard, 
floating dock and repair shops for the British “ A m o 
tea and West Indies squadron” stands at the en­ 
trance to the Great Sound formed by the 150 island* 
of the group. 
On Jan. 16. 1918. Bermuda turned over to this coun­ 
try Agar's island at the eastern entrance of the sound 
and a small adjoining Island. 
The U. S navy also 
occasionally used W hite’s island un.! some American 
vessels were based at Ireland island with the British 
navy. 
The U. B. base in Bermuda was a stopover for th# 
splinter fleet 
arm ada of 12'i wooden subm arine 
chasers only ll© feet long which combated subm a­ 
rines in European waters. 
Without capacity for fuel for the entire trans- 
Atlantic trip, the sub-chakers put in at Bermuda for 
supplies and repairs going and coming. 
One of th# 
six sub-chasers which we lost in the war ran aground 
and sunk in the Great Sound 
W hen the Islands were returned to Bermuda th# 
American flag was lowered w-ith great ceremony. 
A base in the Great Sound gives the United State* 
a mid-ocean post 640 miles east of the nearest point 
on the American coast, Cape H atteras. 


Ohio Anecdotes 


T ^ V O Ohioans were leaders on opposite sides lr 
* 
the border-ruffian days of Kanas*. Preston B 
Plumb, horn at Berkshire. Delaware county, led th* 
Army of the Frontier, which attempted to rid th# 
state of guerrillas led by William C. Quantril. borr 
at Canal Dover. 
Quantril without warning had burned Law rence 
Ka*. killing most of its male inhabitants. Commem 
orating the Law rence Massacre, the only statue o! 
its kind. "The Infamy of Man", was erected. 
G-n. Thomas Ewing, another Ohioan, appointed 
Plumb provost m arshal and chlef-of-state in 1863 
Plumb cleared 
the district of guerrillas, but did nol 
capture Quantril. 
Quantril once taught school in Ohio, hefore Joining 
the Confederate army. He was surprised and killer 
by a troop of Federal cavalry. Plumb remained lr 
Kansas where he became a U. S. senator.
